ir.g, Christian parents are unw itting­ 
ly teaching this destructive doctrine 
to their offspring. 
The only wa-soning one hears in 
defense of thi- principle is that the 
child is brough* into thi- life without 
its knowledge and consent and tin r< - 
f< re owes notin g to it 
parents and 
conversely the voluntary act of par­ 
ent* in bringing children 
int<» the 
world put* all the responsibility upon 
themselves. 
Th - argument would he 
more plausible if there were no fun ­ 
damental principle and purpose 
in 
the perpetuity of the human rat. . and 
life merely a kind of punishment in­ 
stead of a great privilege. 
Human 
life does have a purpose upon this 
earth and because one is ushered in­ 
to it without his know ledg« or con­ 
s t a t does not relieve him fi rn its 
responsibilities, its rewards and pun­ 
ishments. 
Animate life cannot speak 


itself into ex isten ce, and if the child 
ow e* no responsib ilities to those who 
brought it into b ein g and n u tured it 
through the years of helplessness it 
c< ria inly owes none to others, either 
individually 
or 
collectively. 
This 
would mean a world of selfishness 
and cruelty. 
lf we are not to look upon life as 
a gr* at experience and bless our par­ 
ents for its privileges, however hum­ 
id.- they may be, we have reached a 
very low estimate indeed of the pur­ 
pose o f hum anity— the highest form 
of creation. 
And 
if 
children are 
taught to acknowledge no allegiance 
to their cantily parents who gave 
them life and sustenance, how can 
one expect them to acknowledge any 
responsibility to the great Giver of all 
life? 
In 
the beginning man and 
woman 
w ere 
also created w ithout 
their knowledge or consent. 
Parents 
do not seem to realize that when they 
ti a. h their children the doctrine of 
no responsibility because they came 
into the world involuntary* they are 
leaching the doctrine of infidelity. 
The singes of human life are w ise­ 
ly de igned to supplement each other. 
A 
a general rule the fam ily is rear­ 
ed when i he parents are best able to 
c a ie for the children. 
Then as par­ 
ent' begin to wane in strength the 
children are grown strong and can
